body (and quite often being 
accompanied by arthritis); 
polyarteritis nodosa, involving 
the artenes; dermatomyosi- 
tis, involving skin and muscle 
tissues; and scleroderma, fea¬ 
tured by hairdened paU^s of 
skin. 

But with any of tliese 
diseases, symptonis may be 
bizarre and are variable. 
Most of them afg accom¬ 
panied by fever. One disease 
may merge into some phases 
of another collagen disease.

Just before Maudling met 
reporters, a top official of toe 
Ulster polioe dlselosed under¬ 
ground traffUddng |n'arms. 

“Wa have thformation 
which would indicate that 
extremist Protestants and 
Catholics are dealing in guns 
and ammunition together. A 
ling has been set up." 

The motive, the spokeapian 
said, was “purely profit and 
the gun d^togt have had 
nothing to do with glvil 
rights." 

“Gangsters,’^ he said, “are 
selling them to each other." 

Police said the break¬ 
through to the gun-runntog 
came after gunmen at the 
outlawed Irish Repi^can 
Army kidnapped torse Pro- 
tieetanla to toe Sandy Roeid 
area on Thursd^. 

One of the men was 
dumped from a car within an 
hour on toe roadside. He told 
police two men were found 
unharmed troops later in 
Roman Catholic Leeson St. 

What flared up two years 
ago as a civil rights move¬ 
ment by Roman Catholics 
claiming dlscriminatton 1 n 
voting, jobs and bousing has 
turned into toe govern¬ 
ment now chafes is anarchy. 

The IRA is dedicated to 
uniting Ireland — by force if 
necessary — aAd is directing 
its attack on British troops 
sent to maintain order. 

The British government has 
promised tot Protestante in 
Ireluid’s six Northern 
counties swearing allegiance 
to the Queen that they will 
not fmaake them. 

Maudling charged the IRA 
is mouattog a three-pronged 
attack: to disrupt social life; 
to provoke over-reaction from 
the British army and security 
forces; and to “weary public 
opinion in Britain about the 
whole business." 

But, he declared, there was 
no chance of toe British 
government “releasing 
Northern Ireland."

Confusion over values, the editorial states, 
Indieates a moral vacuum which needs to be filled 
with tl& image of a po^ble man — a possible life 
and career on which the young can faahion 
themselves. 

They fear that modern technology has made 
them insignificant, and they will be lucky if they 
can find the sort of image that will stretch them to 
the limits of their growth. 

And the editorial oondudes: “Our hunch is 
that rarely will young people find this image if 
they are estrangk from the best that is in their 
family . / . and if they break too brusquely the 
precious cement that holds a real family together.”

Juil Vpetream

Motor Home 

Our trig waa our aampnut 
Initiaiion for our new Britiah 
motor home. 1 had stayed 
;,oveniight in it on an English¬ 
man Mver steelhaading trip, 
but wila Thffy and f. diamsae 
eat ffiDW Chow and Labrador 
Little Jo, bed never stayed 
.out overnight in the bush in 
our new pride and joy. 

We aet im eamp along the 
gan Juan River et a spot by 
'the Suapsnsion bridge camp¬ 
ground and we were warm 


and comfortable for our two 
nights out, even though it was 
freexing outside and there 
was ice along the river edge 
and on all puddles. 

We had scheduled it as an 
easy slaep-in type of kip , . , 
as a shaltodown to aee how ah 
our equipment worked. We 
heard the Ameilaaiis launch 
their boat in the daybreak 
hours to drift tha rivar for 
stoahmad, reached over, Ut 
the heater and went bask to 
sleep. 

Side Roadi 

First night we had the 
campground ^ all to ourself. 
Next night a camper set up 
on the other side of the river 
in preparation for a river 
float. 

We spent the days driving 
the logging mads, turning into 
side roads, exploring and 
checking to see if the fishing 
spots and picnic areas we 
have mentioned in* past 
columns and in our books are 
still accessibly by the same 
access roads. 

We had hoped to drive out 
by way of the Bear Oaek « 
Road to Shawnigan Lake to 
make a circle txiur, although 
we had been advised it was 
impassable. 

Snow blocked our way soon 
after we entered the Mg 
timber and it was frozen solid 
in the centre. We pushed 
through it for a little lesa 
than half a mile and theiy 
decided to turn back rather 
than go down and try and 
make it qp the big hairpin- 
turn hill. Probably lucky we 
turned beck. A few days later 
we learned the Four Wheel 
Drive Club had tried it from 
the KoksUah - Kapoor end and 
had also been turned back by 
heavy snow. 

Waihed Out 

Our vehicle performed well 
in the snow snd an the rather 
rugged sideroads . . even 

turned around on the prover¬ 
bial dime when we found the 
Crossover road washed out, 
and nn another trail over¬ 
grown with willows which 
seemed to petor out to 
nothing. 

We found d good ptoce to 
launeh our rubber boats for 
our next float down through 
tha upper canyon counUry of 
the San Juan. 

Lest year we went beck to 
the apot by Allen Creek whejfe 
we bed leunched jout ■iutor 
inum boet over the slesh in 
eerlier yeers, only to find it 
covered with thick second 
growth snd selsl all down the 
nearly helf-mi|e of steep 
hillside. We mode it by sliding 
down branches end crawling 
through selel tunnels with the

rubber boats on our pmk- 
boerds. Aetuelly it was a case 
of once started - on way to 
return. But we made up our 
minds to find a new way. 

Freih Shu 

We had noticed fresh slash 
just (kiwnstream from our old 
launching trail, and on our 
recent weekend trip we found 
how to reach it far a couple 
of river fishing spots snd a 
new way to tramp down with 
tha boats. 

But, it might be impractical 
lor an ahiminum or dinghy- 
type boat. 

. JCntrances lo some of the 
old fishing spots have 
changed a little in some 
cases, but they are all still 
there. 

We updated our informa¬ 
tion. 

It is 25 miles of gravel road 
from Jordan River to Port 
Renfrew's wavy bridge . . . 
and we nearly didn't get 
across the bridge because a 
bridge runner was broken. 

Cross the bridge, drive 
through the Indian Reserve 
property and about a mile 
along, St the turn, is the 
entrance to the west fork of 
the San Juan, where you pass 
through Indian Reserve land, 
for a small fee, to picnic, fiah 
for smelts, or cast for 
salmon, perch and searun 
trout from the beach. 

Mile Zero 

One mile from the bridge is 
Frank Elliott’s fishermen’s 
resort arnl wa will call that 
Mile Zero.

Thera is a 
washout snd sort of a gravel 
pit where we parked. Clirab 
up the hank — there is sort of 
a trail — look down and you 
will sea overgrown logging 
railway grade. Follow that to 
old trestle and hike down 
steeply under treetle for some 
lovely canyon pools. 

Then comes the curved 
suspension bridge, which 
cqrvffl to |riv#r below and 
gives first-time travellers on 
the road a thrilling fright. 

M miles — Picnic site, 
drinking fountain at start (in 
this direction, end) of BC. 
Foreat Products Road. Thera 
is a trgil back of old 
wstebman’s shack which is 
overgrown, but leads to s 
beautiful stratcb of river. 

About a mile further along, 
in timber and alder grove, 
there is a culveii across the 
road. Follow this to river for 
some spectacular upfier San 
Juan pools, fails and runs 
. . . and you can hike along 
the river, rough in spots, to 
the fall§ below the watch¬ 
man’s shack. 

We didn't get much beyond 
this point, into. Pacific Log¬ 
ging timber country, but it js 
five miles through the timber 
to the wild rhodixlendron 
patch on the left, another 
mile to the Weekes I.ake gate 
on the right, and another 18 
miles to Shawnigan Lake’s 
West Road junctom.

Dlaforbed at the amount of 
waste accumulated by even 
the smallest family, and 
encouraged by result# of 
recycling groups that had 
been eatabUshed elsewhere, 
about 10 persons got together 
and decyM fo see what could 
be done in the Greater 
Victoria area.

in each neigbborixood who will 
be willing to do this sort of 
tiling,“ Butler said. 

A gioup of such interested 
pcrsiaxs wiU be meeting at 
Butler's house at 1 p.m. loila> 
to discuss how tiie membei-s 
might be able to set up 
similar projects in tlieii 
areas, and he said anyone 
else is welcome. •

But 
later experimads. in which 
twice as much thiodan was 
put into Rhine water with 
Rhine fish, did not lead to the 
mass deaths which occurred 
in June. 

The attorney said that, 
despite painstaking tovastiga- 
tton, autoorities were not able 
to trace a ship or persons 
s u s pectod of accidentally 
dumping poison into the river. 
Instead, Ulrich drew attantton 
to the high degree of pollution 
to the river, the low oxygen 
content, and the unusually 
high water temperatures at 
the time of the fish massacre. 

Although he carefully 
avoided drawing conciusions, 
Ulrich appeared to be saying

Life Regtored 

DamagN from toe IfiGB 
disaster, to terms of lost fish 
catches and re-stocking ex¬ 
penses, ran into the millions. 
Since then, the eel population 
of the Rhine has been fully 
restored awl toe fish popuU- 
tion will be big enough to 
permit some commercial fish¬ 
ing again by this summer. 

The Rhine, one of Europe’s 
most romantic rivers, has for 
years been living on the knife- 
edge of an ecological wipe¬ 
out. In North Rhine-West-

When tee fiianeter was stented 
one canoe took tee lead — the other 
lalling behind to lessen cbanoe of 
almrting tee guany. They closed in 
with muffled padtee-strokes imtil 
tea strong fishy odor of tee animal 
was evident. A steeping whale waa 
marred* oth^wtee approaoh had 
to be stealthy indeed as they can 
hear as well as other animate can. 
Thr harpoontet irtth gleaming eyes 
and tense muscles raised hte har¬ 
poon but did not drive It until the 
canoe was near tee cetacean's head. 

When tee harpoon entamd the 
Inert mass of blubber and flesh tee 
deathlike stillness was sundered 
i mighty bellow, like teat of a 
trumpeting elephant. Smashing 
down his dangerous fluke tee huge 
beast sprang frirward and dived out 
of sight and the canoe leapt forward 
aiarmingly, 

Shouting hunters paddted furlt 
euely to keep up and a Icmg Hne of 
^ats was played out of tee canoe to 
retard tee animal's fsrogress, Pres- 
enfly it surfaced blowing fountains 
el crimson s^erny into the air, O^e of 
the other canoes was at the flank to 
drive another harpoon in before tee 
sreature could fai^ get under way. 

Next a heotte flight straight 
ahead while the peddlers worked 
strenuously so teat sweat ran down 
their faces and tee canoes moved 
with the speed of launches, The 
labored breathing of tee men could 
be heard above tee crackling of the 
pdddles as spray was sent higb into 
tee air, After three hours tee cgnoe 
travefled in a long trail of hlood- 
tintied wake and tec paddlers 
slackened teeir efforts. In a few 
minutes the dying whale came to a 
standstill. It emdtj^ a low, whietlbig 
death bellow accompanied by flap¬ 
ping of tee great fluke. Then tee 
long grey or white belly glistened in 
the sunlight and the pectoral fin 
waved uselessly, The chase was 
over, 

Before white men and their 
■team tugs 50 large buoys were 
attached to the body and the mouth 
sewn up so it would not fill up and 
sink. Then the arduous task of 
towing the dead weight in. There 
w^e chants supposed to make tee 
work less killing hiit even with teepr 
help tee task was heart breaking. 

A participant sa|d: ''When | 
looked back at teat whale my heart 
felt sick. Every time a swell went 
over it, the whale seemed to go 
backwaid; I couldn't see how we 
would ever get to shore with It.''

Butchering was directed the 
first paddler, receiving instrucfiona 
from the harpoonCr who stood apart 
with shredded cedar hark over his 
nostrils so he could not smtol tee 
whale's odor, A special piece wsa 
cut for him and taken to his house 
accompanied by songs where it was 
hung up ritually.

called by the Liberals, will not serve to help or 
Strengthen these matters. 

♦'With the unbounded loyalty we Canadians 
possess for Britian and British institutions, for 
King and flag, we can still persevere in our 
efforts to weld niore closely together the Mother 
Country and the Colonies to the end that, perhaps, 
widun a few years, we shall see some advance¬ 
ment made in Imperial federation that will put 
the British Bmpire on that high plana she has 
easily the right to demand/* 

This set most of the House to cheering, but, 
grunting and scowling, way down at the bottom of 
the chamber, was an early-day British Columbia 
aocialist-^anies Hawthornthwaite of Nanaimo, 

He turned out to be strongly prorAnierican, in 
contrast to today's Canadian socialists, who can’t 
•bide the United gtates, likely because socialism 
•ever gets anywhere in that country, 

Hawthornthwaite brought forth shouts of 
**disloyal, disli^al, shame, shame,” when he spoke 
In the House, in these' words; ”The Premier is 
much of an Imperialist and Britisher,, and 
that fact has a tendency to block the mind to the 
real value of large questions of more than 
|N[t>vincial character,” 

In the view of the McBride Imperialists, 
Hawthornthwaite added insult to inlmv when he 
ahouted; ”The people of Canada woidd Just as 
goon deal with the people of the United gtates, if 
It meant good business for them to do so, as with 
•ny other people,” 

At this point there were agonized groans of 
••no, no, no,” from the shocked Imperialists, 

”As a matter of fact,** went on Hawthorn- 
Ihwaite, defiantly, belligerently, "there is only an 
Imaginary border between the United States and 
Canada. 

♦•The people of the Great Republic are our 
•wn blood; their traditions and their institutions 
•re similar to ours/* 

He was pra^ally howled down when he 
igaid; "For my own part, I would like to see the 
l^pundary* line demolished, in the interests of 
' liumanify and broader 4vilization,**^

Smith.

The Coionisl gave advice to those who would 
fly with the American Eagle, turning their backs 
on the British Lion: *'One the great needs of 
the day in Canada is the cultivation of a broad 
spirit of British patriotism, self-reliance and 
confidence in the institutions of our own country, 

"Our-country is conterminous for 3,000 miles 
with another having 10 times its population and 
dominated by the most ruthless band of financial 
bandits that ever exploited the labor and wealth 
of a people. 

"Our country is part of an Empire whose 
dominions are washed every ocean.” 

Victoria’s British Public School boys were so 
horrified when they contemplated what 
thought the United States might do to this 
country—Americanize it—that they hurriedly got 
together and fm^med Tfie British Columbia Old 
Country Public Sc^lboys’ Aasocaition.

glater walked slowly out to the wing 0 $ the 
bri(|ge, Helow on the dook« a large crowd had 
gathered and rugged, rough-clothed men, who had 
been hardened by the stNiring life of the nqrth, 
were weeping, bmahing aside the tears with 
calloused hands, 

Hegulatkin flags on the AMce were flapping 
lad^ at hatt mast, In tribiite to the bodies In the 
196 coffins, wUah had been earehdly stowed in 
the cool, fprw^ hold of the ship. Uatev r^^aehed 
for the whiatia cord, then, dropi^ hla h a n d. He 
would take tie Alice out wlth^ soundbig the 
customary departure r^iiatas. 

•‘Let go,’^ waa the mdy <«Pder Slater issued 
and the longshoremen on the dock east off the 
mooring ropes and the seamen hauled tiem 
aboard and ooUed them. Slater lowered the 
telegraph to •’Slow astern” and Princeea Alice 
moi^ Into the itroam and straightmied on to a 
course for Vancouver and Vick^iat 

This story Is little known as it was swallowed 
iTp in the more distressing details of the loss of 
ihe steamer Princess Sophia on Opt. 94, 1919, 
vvhleh shocked the world, even though a great 
war was raghig. 

The Sophia, a popular CPU steamer, had left 
Skagway with a full passenger list and officers 
and crew, totalling 949 souls. It was the annual 
eaodus from the Yukon and Alaska for Christmas 
on the outride. There were gay scenes aboard as 
the Sophia ploughed her way down Lynn Canal. 
On Oet. 94, 1919, Sophia grcsanA^ on Vanderbilt 
Reef and, as the ship seemed firmly he}d and It 
was too cold to land the passengers on the 
inhospitable shores, Capt. L. F. Lockes decided tp 
await the next high tide and, hopefully, to refloat 
his ship. ^ 

There was an absence of fear on the ship as 
the sea was calm and there were plenty of social 
activities. A rescue shlp,*the Cedar, had stood by 
but Capt. L:>cke wav^ her off, Next day a 
torrifio nordierly gala, with snow, beseiged the 
Sophia and the Cedar returned and got within 400 
jrards, tat she had to retreat before the fury of 
the storm. That night Cedar idcked up a dfamatie 
SOS signal from Sophia, saying she was sinking.

Cedar put out tat could not locate thS Sta^a and 
next morning spotted her foremast Juttbig out of 
the waiter and found lour Ufeboati upturned on 
JAncoln Island, ^ 

When wfwd reached CPU officlala of 
Sophia’s grounding th^ mdered Princess Alice, 
which was in soutbmm waters, to proceed at full 
ape^ to Sophia's assistance and take aboard all 
the passengers* 

Capt. Slater knew only that Sophia was 
ashore and, as wii^eless communication on bUs 
coast were rather primitive, being of short range 
and subject to atmospheric conditkms, be was 
unaware of developments. At tbis time head* 
quarters of the wireless system was on Gonzales 
poll, Where ttie Obg^atory now sits. A very 
high mast picked up messages from wireless 
stations at Pachena and Sstevan on the west 
coast af Vancouver Isisnd, at Dead Tree Point 
on the Quemi Charlotte glands, a| Plgby Island 
at the entranee to Prince Rupert hmbor, and 
a^ Cape Lnzo and Pointy Grey on the Inside 
Passage. 

The radio pperator on Princess Alice opened 
Ids wireless key the second night out and picked 
up a partial message .. t ”aU lost, no survivors.'* 
He reported this to Capt. Muter tat he did not 
relsto It to Sophia as he bad every confidence in 
Capt. Locke's long experience In command of 
ships In the Alaskan se^ce.

Next day, Princess Alice palled at Ketchikan ^ 
and everyone aboard sensed something was 
wrong. Capt Slater was advised of the tragedy 
w^lch had overtaken Sophia, He and his officers 
and crew were stunned. They knew none of the 
passengers but they hed all beep shipmates at 
one time or anodw of Capt. Locke and his chief 
engineer, Charlto Waltar, and the men who 
served under them« 

Desfdte bie fact that Slata would not now be 
able to bring Sc^hla's paasengers south he was 
ordered to continue to Juneau and stand by. 

In the meantime divers had gpcme down and 
examined the Sophia, releasing bodies and 
recovering one bom of bullion, worth $100,000, and 
40 trunks. They found, drowned In their stalls, 50 
horses that had been gathered in the Yukon and 
were to be landed in Victoria for use of the 
Siberian force stationed at the Willows which 
would ptoceed to Vladivostok dh Boxing Day, 

An extensive search by a fleet of 95 vessels 
was conducted lor bodies. Only one nwi 
succeeded In reaching shore and he was found 
frozen to death, As bodies were recovered they 
were taken to Juneau. 

Some bodies were quickly identified. There 
was William Scourse of Nanaimo, the first man to 
draw gold from Eldorado Creek gravel, and 
WilUam O'Brien, member of the Vui^ Legisla* 
tive Council and the Dawson City Council. They 
found the body of A. D. Lewis, one of the most 
famous ’’mushers'’ in the north and those of two 
Victoria men, Sewell Dalby, of a well-known 
family, and David Robing, the wlrriess 
operator. 

While the unpleasant task of receiving the 
bodies continued ashore at Juneau all hands 
aboard Pincess Alice were held in strict 


quarantfne, The frightful epidemic, which if 
usually v^med ta as ”the W, was swmMm 
the wmW fed httormlngling was prohibited at all 

levels. This added further anguish to the AUoe's 
coitaiemenf. 

Many of the bodies would be interred In 
Alaska and the Yukon hut, eventuaUy, It was 
arranged to ship 156 In Princess Alice, 'Die oofhns 
were passed down dock to ship and gently placed 
in the forward hold. As the work proceedta the 
c^icers and man were visibly affectedi especially 
when a casket was marked with the name of a 
former shipmate, 

Capt. Slater’s quiet order to ’’Let go” started 
bis ’’Ship of Sorrow" on her solemn trip south. As 
be came within wireless range of Cape Lazo ha 
learned that the First Worid War was nearing its 
end and, when he brought Princess Alice into 
Vancouver harbor, It was Armistiee Day. 

Vancouver's Joy at the end of hostilities was 
dampened ta the news that ’'The Ship of Smrrow’* 
had tied up with 156 bodies from the ill-fated 
Princess Sophia. Sixty-two cofHns were unloaded 
and Ihied up on the Vancouver dock, which was 
closed to 1 ^ but relatives, who, it was hemed 
would be able to identify some the bodies. 

While the Armistice celebrations continued In 
Vancouver Capt. Slater, once again, eased ”Tho 
Ship of Sorrow" quietly from her dock and 
headed for Victoria, the home port of all thn 
Princesses. Through mist and rain the Alice 
steamed into our harbor and tied up, while 
crowds stood, bareheaded, out of respect for 
those who had lost their lives in the greatotl 
marine tragedy in this coast’s histmy, It 
exceeded the loss of the passenger ship Pacifio, 
which left here one bright morning in 1874 and 
that night sunk with a loss of close to 300 lives. 

On the opposite side of the dock the Princess 
Charlotte was bfnrthed, poised for her regular trip 
to Seattie at 4.30 o'clock. 

As the 'flu epidemic was on the rampage in 
Victoria special precautions were takro. Lhr. 
James Grant, the medical officer for the CPR, 
and bis ninnse. Miss McLaughlin, were in 
attendance and had closed the dock to all persons, 
except the funeral directors and essentitl 
personnel. , 

Thirty-one caskets containing the bodies ol 
Victmians, mostly those of officers and crew oi 
the Princess Sophia, were placed in one section 
and relatives were permitted to identify thenu 
after which they were taken to the funeral 
parlors. 

Sixty-three other caskets contained the bodies 

United States residents. Tfie CPR had 
undertaken to have the bodies shipped to 
point designated by relatives, vv^ich meant 
delivery in points far from this city. Thesa 
caskets were transferred from the Princess Alio# 
to the Princess Charlotte, which took them to 
Seattle from which port they were forwarded to 
the city selected for the burial service. 

Victoria took on a somber appearance for 
several days as the many funeral services and 
interment of the 31 bodies took place. The city 
was accustomed to marine tragedies but, usually, 
the ships foundered at sea and there were no 
burials on land. In the case of the Sophia niost pi 
the 343 bodies were recovered, resulting In the 
greatest single burial series in the hist^ of tht 
Pacific Cbast. 

"The Miip of Sorrow” was soon back la 
regular service. With her sister-ship, tta Princtoli 
Adelaide, she operated in the night aeryica 
between here and Vancouver. They were sott>

XVI Salon suite, created and built 
by Richard, was on Mpiay in tbe 
upper lobl^ of the McPherson 
Playhouse. It attracted a lot of 
attentiDn and deservedly won a lot 
nf very favorable comment. 

It is, perhaps, wcsrthy of mention 
that furniture s^ies, such as Louis 
XVI, covered a period quite a l^t 
longer than that suggest^ in their 
name* Louis XVI ascended the 
throne of Franc# in the year 1774. 
As Louis Capet h# was guillotined 
during the French Revolution 19 
years later. 

But, by 1774, the furniture style 
named attar him had been through 
the experimental years and gained 
public acceptance, Nor, for that 
matter, did it disappear overnight in 
1799, In other wmds» tiRei like touts 
XIV or Louis XVI indicate a style 
rather than a definite period. 

So Richie's lovely Salon suite 
r^esented a style though Richard 


hastens to emphasize that it Is not a 
copy or a replica but something 
created in the manner of the late 
18th century. 

TTie tapestry on the canape —r It 
would be called a couch or Chester^ 
field these days — and on the two 
fauteuils — armchairs — came from 
Paris. It is in the design called 
spring, though summer, autumn and 
winter can be had, and it is put tq 
fit tbe precise measur^nen|8 of the 
pieces.

Ihe salon suite is oomjdeted with 
a low table the top of which, warm 
brown and white in color, is of 
Pakistan onyx. 

However, the truly remarkable 
details in the workmanship along 
with the fact that every last detail is 
hand produced provide the outstand¬ 
ing feature of the exhibit. 

At the McPherson the suite, 
valued at 18,750, stood on a Kerman 
rug from Persia, valued at |2,700. 
The five items, therefore, repre¬ 
sented quite a bit of change! 

however, the salon suite is now 
finished and Richard is busy plan¬ 
ing a pmiod bedroom.

Packing Plant, the monk was also 
placed in charge of construction of a 
monastery in the area. In later 
years the monastery was expanded 
to incorporate a church and college, 
and is currently an Edmonton 
landmark. 

While only three miles from 
Edmonton, *‘the best apd surest road 
into town at that time, and tor a 
long time after, was along tha 
railway track with the only differ¬ 
ence of creeping oyer the high 
trestle bridge that spanned the deep 
Rat Creek.'’

’’Well now this was s real 
surprise, and frankly, it was not a 
very agreeable one. North Edntonton 
and the prairies meant everything to 
me. I had spent there all ttto 
activities of my sacerdotal Mie of 18' 
years , • • I knew every road, trail 
and cowpath tor miles (ip two 
provinces). 

”J had been the first of our order 
to see the monastery emerge from a 
humble shack to its present import¬ 
ance, and tor 18 years X had 
occupied the same poor room In that 
poor monastery, wmch burned down 
Christmas moniing, 1095.^’ 

Father Boniface was superior of 
the monastery in Vancouver until 


his retirement in X901 when he 
moved to Victoria. 

While there be founded St 
Francis Parish, and built St 
Francis Qiurcb and St Francis 
School. 

Be was the prime architect in 
founding of St. Anthony’s Hostel tor 
destitute women, gpd the first 
archdipegsan chaplin of the Vgn- 
cQuver Catholic Women’s League — 
having been ^’consulting engineer'^ 
to the first CWL in Canada* tormed 
gt Edmonton In X913. 

As g youngster, Father Bonitoce 
says in his memories Pioneering in 
The West, he wished "to become a 
SYaaciscan, and il possible a 
professor of classics and languages, 
or even of Apologetics and Dogmatic 
Thedogy? 

”Instead X was sent off to the 
homesteaders of western Canada *as 
a missionary.

and did very well for themselves. 

But then the fashions abruptly 
changed, (You know, like ths minis, 
the midis, the maxis, and all that 
thereI) Strings tor shoes came back« 
Tho bucMe-manufacturmi were 
heart-broken, They even got up a 
petition to the then Prince of Wales 
—: that would be “Prinny,'* I 
suppose, lat^ Oem'ge IV -r- begging 
him to save thsir UvHhopa by 
su^yirting the use of their buckles 
as against strings for his shodnl 

Prinny was sympathetia, and 
really tried. He wort buckles 
agippessive^, and everybody who

frith such care and skill! 

A bandHcaryed red malachite 
buclde Is a souvenir of a quaint little 
antique shop dleoQvered in the 
middle of the Caiitemia re^voods. 

**The proprietress,’’ related Nettie 
Wood, ’Vas tremendously thrilled 
because her store had recently been 
chosen to illustrate a television 
oommercdal, and had accordine^ 
been improved and remodelled and 
photographed and publicised extm- 
sivriy,” — and probatrfy remunera¬

Today, that omse popular com- 
modify criluoid, is no more. Instead, 
we have plastic and all its cousins.

Again, 
purpose unknown.

When the buckles qpme In thClr 
complete Umn of two seqtioiis jedned 
frith a clasp, Nettie (s plea^, Bui 
sometimes she has only half a 
buckle, which after all is better than 
nothing and may be used as 
pendant, or pipr (Half a buclde is 
letter than no l^ad?) 

One rare item is a twp^eetton 
buckle in perfect condiUon of oval 
tinted glass, which is engraved with 
a classical figure in the Ckeeho- 
Stovaklan manner, and encircled 
frith silver set with diamond chips. 
Tve been told that, since the Ckechs 
don't do this work any more, the 
existing samples are pardoUlariy 
valuable. 

Crften it's the superb worinnan* 
step expanded on these things which 
make them so interesting* Two of 
Nehie's sterling buckles are looked 
on to a base from which they ean be 
aeparated to h^m/ complete vrith 
clasps and dny springs, pairs of 
earrings or clips fpr a gown.

accompanied by arthritis); 
polyarteritis nodosa, involving 
the arteries; dermatxNnyosi- 
tis, involving skin and muscle 
tissues: and scleroderma, fe4- 
tured 1^ hardened patches of 
skin. 

But with pny of these 
diseases, symptoms may be 
bizarre and are variable. 
Most of them ime accom¬ 
panied by fever. One disease 
may merge into some phases 
of another ooUagen disaase. 
Kidney involvement, with al¬ 
bumin am) toood in the urine, 
is an example of the sort of 
oomplicadom that may occur.

BELFAST, Northern W 
land (API — Gim-running 
gangsters, crossing political 
and religious lines, were 
blamed Saturday for keeping 
terrorism alive in Northem 
Ireland. 

The charge came from a 
senior Ulster police official as 
Britain's chief to security, 
Home Secretary Reginald 
MaudUng, woun^ ufi a four to 
toe BrRito-ruled province and 
aounded a tone of dismay. 

"Northern Ireland faces a 
long war against terrorists," 
Maudling told a newt con- 
ferenee. 

"There is no way out. There 
is no shortcut." 

Just before Maudling met 
repoFters. a top.official of the 
Ulster poliee disoloaed pnder- 
ground trafficking in arms. 

"We have information 
which would Indicate that 
extremist Protestants and 
Catholics are dealing in guns 
and ammunition togetoer. A 
ring has been set up." 

The motive, the spalmsman 
said, was "puialy profit and 
the gun dealings haye had 
nothing to do with civil 
rights.’’ 

"Gangsters," he said, "are 
selling them to each other." 

Police said the break¬ 
through in the gunnrunntng 
came after gunmen of the 
outlawed Irish Republican 
Army kidnappod three Pro¬ 
testants in the Sandy Road 
area on Thursday. 

One of the men was 
dumped from a car within an 
hour on the roadside. He ttod 
police two men were found 
unharmed by troops later in 
Roman Catholic Leeson SL 
What flared jm bvo years 
ago as a civil rights move¬ 
ment Roman OithoUcs 
claiming discrimination 1 n 
voting, jobs and housing has 
turned ^to what the govern¬ 
ment now charges is anarchy. 

The IRA is dedicated to 
uniting Ireland — by force If 
qeoassary -r- and Is directing 
its attack on British troops 
sent to maintain order. 

The British government has 
promised toe Protestants in 
Ireland’s six Northern 
counties swearing allegiance 
to the (Jueen that they will 
not forsake them. 

Maudling Charged the IRA 
is mounting a three-pronged 
attack: to disrupt social life; 
to provoke over-reaction from 
the British army and security 
forces; and to "weary public 
opinion in Britain about the 
whole business." 

But, he declared, there was 
no chance of the British 
government "releasing 
Northern Ireiaqd."
